NOT GUILTY 


The Jury Set Jacob Schweiik of 
New Buffalo at Liberty.. 


Touching Scene When Verdict 
Was Rendered Last Night... 


After bein^f out six hours the jury in 
the murder trial of Jacob M. Schwenk 
of New Buffalo brought In a verdict of 
not-guilty at 1) o’clock last night. 


The verdict met the hearty approval 
of those who had waited during»' the 
weary hours of the afternoon and even­ 
ing for the appearanc(i of th e jury. 
When the, foreman announced that a 
verdict of not guilty had been reached 
there was applause from Lhoi«e who 
were pre.-ent to hear it. Judge Cool- 
idge said it was not often he allowed 
any demonstration but he was ^o tired 
out last night that he cared little what 
went on. 


When the jury filed In and the fore­ 
man announced "the verdict the scene 
was most affecting. 
The big prisoner 
who by the vcrdict at once became a 
free man was visibly moved. 
Up to 
this time he had kept his compOr>ure. 
Now his wife, who ton had born« the 
trial with great fortitude, broke down 
and wept. 
She threw her arm^ about 
her hu-sband and kissed him and over 
and over again amid sobs of jo y she 
thanked God and the jury tnat her 
husband was at last fre*;. Great drops 
of sweat came out on Jake Schwcnk's 
face 
as 
he 
caressed 
his 
wife 
and thanked the jury 
“ I kept a stiff 
upper lip. ■ 'he said, ‘‘all through the 
trial, but I never could have done it 
but for my wife and my child.”

Judire Coolidire’s Instructions to the 
Jury. 


The charge of Judge Coolidge lo the 
jury completely covered the law in the 
case. In it he said: 


At the outset we are 
with these facts: 
That the defend­ 
ant inlUcted 
a 
blo^v on 
Dc Vinne 
and that DeVinne then fell on a pile 
of brick, that his skull was fractured 
and that he shortly thereafter died. 
Now, if the blow was an 
and the death of DeV^inne 
consequence therefrom th 
fendant is guilty of manslaughte 
is immaterial whether the blow w’as of 
sufficient force to cause death or not 
in itself if it produced the fall and that 
fall caused death and the blow was un­ 
lawful. 
But if the blow was lawful or 
excusable or done lawfully in 
self- 
defense the delendant is not guilty. If 
the defendant was guilty of assault and 
l)attery causing the death of DeVinne 
he is guilty of manslaughter. 
When a 
party is guilty of assault and battery 
which results in death the party is 
guilty of manslaughter. 


It must not be inferred, however, 
from the fact that DeV^inne died that 
excessive or brutal force was a<?tually 
used, because the immediate cause of 
the death was falling on the brick. 
You must judge from the evidence in 
itself, whether the defendant used ex­ 
cessive force w'hlch he knew to be ex­ 
cessive force. 


The defendant has introduced testi­ 
mony for the purpose of showing his 
good 
character 
for peaceableness. 
Good character is always an important 
and positive defense. 
It may itself 
raise a doubt of the defendant’s guilt. 
The importance of this defense arises 
from the fact that the commission of a 
crime is rendered improbable by a 
uniform course of life, inconsistent 
with such crime,

real cause and starting point of the

LJpon 
the answer to this question depends 
the inquiry. 
Was the assault of de­ 
fendant! lawful or unlawful’*' If DeVinne 
was ordered out o: the saloon and re­ 
fused to go and resisted an attempt to 
remove him from the saloon, DeVinne 
was the aggressor.

By neans of a large number of ob- 
lervntiouR Mr. J. W. Tott it able to 
coniiru] what has been stated by other 
observers that certain buitorflies nud 
moths are very much addicted to driuk. 
In n paper published in the “ proceed­ 
ings” of the ibouth Loudon L'utomolog- 
ical and Natural History society Mr. 
Tutt says there can be no donbt that 
butterflies drink more than is required 
by their tissues under any possible con­ 
ditions. 
Ho hns known Polyommatus 
damon to sit for more than au hour mo­ 
tionless except for the slight movement 
of sucking up and discharging the 
moi.sture almost continuously. 


What this iuternal bath may really 
mean cannot be surmised. Another im ­ 
portant factor as to this drinking habit 
is a strange one, the “ thirsty souls,” 
as far as his observation goes, being al­ 
most entirely males. 
Possibly if exact 
observations could bo made it might bo 
found that females in small numbers 
also visit puddles, pools and streams 
for drinking purposes, but as far as Mr.

The first accounts of this great dis> 
covery are very entertaining reading. 
Professor Morse, the inventor cf the 
telegraph, was in Paris when the news 
wns published, and at once wi uC to see 
Dnguerro’s wonderful pictures. 
In de­ 
scribing them afterward he said that 
moving objects made no impression on 
the plate, for a picture taken of a 
crowded boulevard showed it as if en­ 
tirely deserted, with the exception of a 
mnn having his shoes polished. 
The 
man’s feet, he said, were well defined, 
because they were kept stationary, but 
he was without head or body, for these 
were in motion. 


To America belongs the honor of 
nalcing the first photographic portrait, 
the artist being Professor John Draper, 
a professor and afterward the president 
of the University of New York. 
His 
victim was his sister. Miss Catherine 
Draper. He powdered her face, that the 
likeness might bo more quickly im­ 
pressed on the sensitive plate, and for 
30 minutes Miss Draper sat—or, at 
least, tried to sit—as immovable as a 
statue. 


Tho first class in photography was 
formed in Boston in the spring of 1840 
by Daguerre’s agent, Gourad of Paris. 
The Rev. Edward Everett Hale, then a 
student In Harvard, became au enthusi­ 
astic member of the class. In his diary, 
under date of April 1, 1840, is this en­ 
try: “ On my way home I stopped at the 
shop and got my daguerreotype ther­ 
mometer. There seems to be a great de­ 
mand ; there were three or four others 
there.”

After a two years’ course this remark­ 
able man has now, at the age of sev- 
enty-flve, pa&sed the final medical ex­ 
amination with honors and will begin 
to practice in Warsaw.
